INTRODUCTION 


The  George  T,  Veitch  Collection  was  acquired  in  China  by  the  late  Mr. 
Veitch  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  nineteenth  century,  mainly  from 
private  collectors  with  whom  he  enjoyed  relations  of  friendship  and  busi- 
ness, and  notably  from  Hu  Sin  Yang,  Taotai  of  Hangchou,  whose  vast 
financial  entei-prises  forced  at  intervals  the  disposal  of  priceless  examples 
out  of  his  collection.  Mr.  Veitch  thus  secured  collectors'  objects,  which 
according  to  most  authoritative  statements  are  no  longer  to  be  found 
in  China. 

The  Hu  Sin  Yang  Collection  is  largely  responsible  for  the  unusual 
number  of  fine  "monochromes"  with  Lang  Yao,  Ting  Yao,  Celadon,  Clair- 
de-lune,  apple-green  and  other  one-color  glazes,  which  the  modern  potters 
have  vainly  attempted  to  approach. 

The  most  Imperial  member  of  this  Imperial  family  of  ceramics,  remains 
the  Lang  Yao  vase,  No,  368,  which  runs  a  neck-to-neck  race  with  a  similar 
example  in  the  jNIorgan  Collection. 

A  particularly  intriguing  array  is  formed  by  the  "three  and  five  color" 
pieces,  with  temple  jars  of  outstanding  importance,  and  the  exceptionally 
good  collection  of  blue  and  white  K'ang  Hsi  porcelain. 

Mr,  Veitch,  on  his  return  to  England,  loaned  the  greater  part  of  his 
collection  to  the  museum  of  his  native  city,  Birmingham,  continually  rais- 
ing its  standard  with  the  expert  aid  of  such  men  as  R.  L.  Hobson,  Laurence 
Binyon  and  Arthur  Waley  of  the  British  Museum. 

The  Veitch  Collection  occupied  with  its  fifteen  show-cases  an  important 
gallery  at  the  Binningham  Museum,  and  remained  for  twenty-five  years 
as  the  main  source  of  infoi-mation  for  the  student  of  Chinese  ceramic  art. 

At  Holbeche  House,  near  Dudley,  and  subsequently  at  Ednam  House, 
Mr.  Veitch  retained  the  objects  which  gave  him  the  greatest  pleasure 
from  a  decorative  and  sentimental  point  of  view,  also  the  collection  of 
Japanese  art  and  the  Chinese  paintings,  with  their  equestrian  subjects. 

The  collection  of  bronzes,  of  which  the  Tcheou  incense  burner.  No.  269, 
is  of  the  greatest  antiquity,  was  exhibited  at  the  Corporation  of  Man- 
chester Art  Gallery  in  1913.
